cludes the most unprotected section 
of the highway, 
subject to the 
de- 
vastating effects of the fall storms 
with which this sedtion is sometimes 
visited. 
Every fall the roadway is more or 
less damaged in the lower peaces by 
the wash, of the, water from t,he high 
tides usual at that season of the yeai 
but the severe storm of last October 
cmt the higher banks away in many 
places 
and 
ate deep into the road- 
way.; The town was out of funds and 
the road could only be made barely 
passable for vehicles with the money 
available.

The municipal taxes are slow 
J in 
'coming in and the bulk of the tax 
is not paid until about the limit o. 
time, April first. 
Even t'hea there 
is only the paltry sum of $650 with 
which to work and a
